EXECUTIVE ORDERS, PROCLAMATIONS OF
GENERAL APPLICABILITY, AND STATEMENTS
ISSUED BY THE GOVERNOR
PURSUANT TO A.R.S. § 41-1013(B)(3)

The Administrative Procedure Act (APA) requires the full-text publication of all Executive Orders and Proclama-
tions of General Applicability issued by the Governor. In addition, the Register shall include each statement filed
by the Governor in granting a commutation, pardon or reprieve, or stay or suspension of execution where a sen-
tence of death isimposed.

*IN ACCORDANCE WITH ESTABLISHED EMERGENCY PROCEDURES*

WHEREAS, severe thunderstorms and heavy rains throughout the State of Arizona began October 21, 2000 and continued through
November 8, 2000, causing flooding, road closures, and damage to property in La Paz, Maricopa, Santa Cruz, Cochise, Pinal and Yavapai
Counties; and

WHEREAS, these conditions created a situation of extreme hazard to the safety of the citizens of La Paz, Maricopa, Santa Cruz, Cochise,
Pinal and Yavapai Counties; and

WHEREAS, on the following dates the respective County Boards of Supervisors passed resolutions declaring an emergency to protect the
health, safety and welfare of the general public due to severe weather that began October 21, 2000 and continuing:

La Paz County Emergency Resolution dated October 23, 2000,

Maricopa County Emergency Resolution dated October 27, 2000,

Santa Cruz County Emergency Resolution dated October 31, 2000;

Cochise County Emergency Resolution dated October 30, 2000,

Pinal County Emergency Resol ution dated November 1, 2000; and

NOW, THEREFORE I, Jane Dee Hull, Governor of the State of Arizona, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Congtitution and
Laws of the State, do hereby determine the excessive rains and flooding in La Paz, Maricopa, Santa Cruz, Cochise, Pinal and Yavapai
Counties justifies a declaration of a State of Emergency, pursuant to A.R.S. § 26.303.d, and | do hereby:

a  Amend the Proclamation of October 23, 2000 (PCA 21104), to include Yavapai County.
